Chinas which are considered quite pro- 
ductive breedsT They lay~bn an aver- 
age of about 50 eggs a year, and are 
very likely to increase thetr-egg pro- 
duction as they grow older. 


The customary way of raising geese 


is to let them shift ior themselves to 
a great extent, and if they have plen- 
ty of good grass pasture they do very 
well. Experience has shown that geese 
do not do well on a ration^ consisting" 
largely of grain. Grit Is an essential 
in the diet of the goose; but I doubt 
the advisability of feeding sour milk 
to any great extent, as I believe any- 
thing which will force egg production 
would likely have some detrimental ef- 
fect upon the fertility of the e.gg. 


While grit and oyster shells are es- 


sential, they are not usually provided 
because geese are not confined like 
chickens, and pick up enough of such 
material at most any time of the year. 


riMPROVEMENT OF EGG YIELD 


Crushed Oyster-Shell Food Should Be 


Kept Before Laying Hens to Se- 


cure Good Hard Egg. 


The department of agriculture, Wash- 


ington,- recommends that crushed oys- 


' ter-shell food be kept before laying 


I hens as a means through which a good 


I hard egg is produced. A record kept 


at the government chicken yard of the 
amount of oyster shells fed to a laying 
hen showed that in the year one and 
three-tenths pound per hen was con- 
sumed at a cost of about 1 .cent a hen 
per year. 
— 


It is also pointed out that the calci- 


um mineral matter taken in by the 
young chicken in the feeding of oyster 
shells may have a 
tendency to 


strengthen the frame of the young pul- 
ets and make them stronger and 
healthier in later life. It is further 
shown from actual experiment that 
when beef scraps were fed to hens the 
average egg yield was 137 eggs per 
len a year and when beef scraps were 
not fed 90 eggs was the average year- 
ly yield. 


RATIONS FOR LITTLE CHICKS 


Bread Oumbs 
Mixed With 
Hard- 


Boiled Eggs, Rolled Oats or Johnny

Dry bread crumbs may be mixed 


with hard-boiled eggs, making about 
one-fourth of the mixture eggs, or 
rolled oats may be used in place of 
the bread crumbs, for young chicks. 
Feed the bread crumbs, rolled oats, or 
johnny cake mixtures five times daily 
for the first week,_then gradually sub- 
stitute forgone or two feeds of the mix- 
ture finely cracked grains of equal 
parts by weight of cracked wheat, 
finely cracked corn, and oatmeal or 
hulled oats, to which about 5 per cent 
of cracked peas or broken nee and 2 
per cent of charcoal or millet or rape- 
seed may be added. A commercial 
chick feed may be substituted if de- 
sire'd. The above ration can be fed 
until the chicks are two weeks old, 
when they should be placed on grain 
and a dry or wet mash mlxaure.

But next day the tBolsheviklsts and 
other extremists gained control of the 
gathering and voted down the plan 
To add to the perplexities of the pro- 
visional government, a serious revolt 
broke out in-Turkestan. 


The allies are following the lead of 


America in cutting off supplies from 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark and Hol- 
land, the action determined on being 
not Joint but uniform. 
Last week 


Great Britain extended the principle 
heretofore followed-by prohibiting the 
unlicensed exportation to those coun- 
tries of all articles except printed mat- 
ter and personal effects. 


Air Raids to Bring Reprisals? 


Repeatedly last week the German 


air fleets raided London and the towns 
and countryside of Kent and Essex. 
Flock after flock of great airplanes 
flew across and dropped their loads of 
bo«bs,Jdlllng a few civilians and do- 
ing some damage to property. 
Not 


many of the deadly missiles fell on 
London, for the anti-aircraft guns put 
up a barrage flre that ringed the pity. 


These raids roused the people and 


press of England to 'renewed demands 
for reprisals, and the government 
seems to be ready at last to yield to 
the demand, for Premier Lloyd-George 
said to a crowd of poor people in the 
southwest district of London who 
clamored for^revenge: 'tWe will give 
It all back to them, and we will give It 
to them soon. We shall bomb Germany 
with compound Interest." 
The Ger- 


mans themselves are expecting re- 
prisals and are removing to places of 
safety the art treasures of cities that 
are believed to be within reach of the 
British airmen. 


The French, less squeamish than the 


British have been, made reprisal raids 
on a number of towns last~rtfeek, in- 
cluding Stuttgart, Baden, "Frankfort 
and Coblenz. This was in return for 
the bombing of Dunkirk and Bar-le- 
Duc. 
Though some of. the places at- 


tacked by the French aviators are 
open towns, the immediate objectives 
of the raids were military establish- 
ments, and the results were good. 


The British merchant vessels sunk 


by submarines were fewer than Jn any 
week since the opening of unrestricted 
U-boat wnrfnre, '">ut among the vic- 
tims of the snbmersibles was 
the 


British cruiser Drake, which was tor- 
ppdoed off the Irish coast and sunk in 
shallow water. One officer and 18 rnerT 
were killed _by the explosion.

War Tax Bill Signed. 


President Wilson signed the war tax 


bill Wednesday, and most of its sec- 
tfong became Operative at once auto- 
"matlcally. It levies for this year more 
than $2,500,000,000 new taxes for war 
purposes and in one way or another 
calls for money from everybody in 
the country. The two largest sources 
of revenue will be excess profits, $l,-~ 
000,000,000, and individual and corpor- 
ate incomes, $851,000,000. 


The soldiers' and sailors' insurance 


bill, which was passed by the senate, 
carries an amendment promoting Ma- 
jor General Per&hing and Major Gen- 
eral Bliss to the rank of general and 
making all commanders of army corps 
lieutenant generals. The bill to re- 
patriate all Americans who have 
Joined the allied military forces also 
was sent to the president for his sig- 
nature. 


The shipping board gave out a state- 


ment last week showing that a large 
number of vessels are being built and 
within a few weeks the concrete re- 
sults of the board's energetic work 
will begin to slide down the ways in 
many shipyards. "The aircraft build- 
Ing program also Is well under way, 
Secretary Baker stating that 20,000 
airplanes and their motors are now 
under construction. 


Liberty Loan Going Well. 


Unuer the competent leadership of 


Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo, 
the campaign for the sale of the sec- 
ond Liberty loan, of $5,000,000,000, 
started off with a rush, and the en- 
thusiasm and determination of the peo- 
ple made the success of the loan un- 
doubted. There was Just one black 
spot In all the country—the action of 
Mrs. H. O. Havemeyer of New York 
and other oflSclius of the National 
Woman's party In advising women not 
to assist the loan because they have 
not been given national suffrage. The 
Maryland suffragists came back at 
them with a scathing denunciation, de- 
claring that they had descended to 
political v bribery, had disgraced the 
name of woman and were "mad sisters 
of La Follette."

Increased 'Wages Granted Men Only 


on Condition That Government Re- 
vise Upward Its Fixed Price. 
Bituminous coal miners of the^ cen- 


tral competitive field won-their fight 
for a general^ wage 
increase when 


operators and miners' representatives 
in conference in Washington reached 
a compromise agreement on the terms 
of a new contract. 


The agreement presents a wage 


raise throughout the industry since the 
central field scale serves as a basis for 
all other districts, and a consequent 
advance in the government fixed price 
for coal. 
<• 


Operators' representatives agreed to 


the new wages on condition that they 
be absorbed in higher coal prices. 
After an agreement drawn by a sub- 
committee is ratified "by the full con- 
ference the operators will go to the 
fuel administration and ask a~revision 
upward of prices to meet the raise. 
The wage increase, according to oper- 
ators' estimates, will add from 35 to 
50 cents a ton to the cost of producing 
coal in thick vein mines and consid- 
erably more in mines containing the 
thinner veins. 


The new contract will contain pro- 


visions to prevent strikes and lockouts 
and will be so drawn as to make it 
impossible for either operators or 
miners to break it on the grounds of 
changed conditions. It will run for 
the duration of the war, provided the 
war does not continue more than two 
years.
